No, 'l&Pres./10 , — In pursuance of Clause Fifth of the 
Ordinances Instituting the General Service Medal— 1947 
published in Notification No. 3-Pres,/J0, dated the 5th June,’ 
1950, the President is pleased to institute a clasp “MIZO* 
HILLS" to be worn with the General Service Medal — 1947 
with effect from the 28th February, 1966 for recognition of 
service rendered by troops in the areas mentioned in para- 
graph 2 below, 

2. The following are the qualifying areas and conditions 

of eligibility for the award of the medal and the clasp :— 


(a) Qualifying areas 

(i) All troops located in MIZO District which includes 
troops deployed for 'OP ORCHID’ under the 
operational control of GOC 8 Mountain Division 
and those for ‘OP BATTLE AXE’ under the 
operational control of GOC 101 Communication 
Zone Area. 

(ii) Troops deployed in CACHAR and TRIPURA, east 
of a line drawn from YIRANGTE (RJ 0625) — 
GR (RH 9722) in KATAKHAL RF— BHAGA- 
HANPUR (RH 8011)— GR (RH 7710)— SOUTH 
WEST along CHATACHARA TALANG to 
CHATACHARA (RN 6992) along MIZO— 
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CACHAR border to GR (RN 5591) and along 
border CACHAR— TRIPURA to BONGSUL (RN 
469D— KARBARIPARA (RN 4571)— NAKRAT- 
HAPARA (RN 3459 )t — P oint 1639 (RN 4228) 
under operational control of GOC 101 Communi- 
cation Zone Area, 

(b) Eligibility 

(i) Personnel who have put in an aggregate of 180 
days of service on the active strength of a detach- 
ment/unit/formation located or operated In quali- 
fying areas mentioned in paragraph 2(a) above 
singly or jointly from the 28th February, 1966 or 
thereafter except those who have been temporarily 
inducted for specific operation. In the latter case 
the minimum qualifying service is 90 days, 

(ii) Air crew personnel and personnel of Army Air 
Transport Organisation, Rear Air Field Supply 
Organisation Air Despatch units and Air Observa- 
tion Posts units, who carried out a minimum of 
five operational sorties or 20 hours of flying over 
thc qualifying area from the 28th February, 1966 
or thereafter. 

(iii) Personnel who win u gallantry award or a Men- 
tion-in-Dospatches or die or sustain wounds or 
other disability while on service in the area irres- 
pective of time-limit during the qualifying period, 
mentioned in sub-paras (i) and (ii) above. 

(iv) The time spent in hostile captivity in consequence 
of capture during service in the area will count 
towards the qualifying period for the award of the 
clasp mentioned in sub-paras (i) and (ii) above. 

(v) Naval personnel attached to the Army or the Air 
Force including those serving with Border Road 
Organisation in the qualifying area, shall be eligible 
for the award according to the conditions of eligi- 
bility applicable to the service to which they arc 
attached. Qualifying period will be the same as 
given in sub-paras (i) and (ii) above. 

(vi) Service rendered by personnel with “Op ORCHID” 
in the qualifying areas mentioned in Para 2(a) 
above with effects from the 28th February 1966 
will not count towards qualifying service for the 
eligibility of clasp “NAGA HILLS” to the General 
Service Medal — 1947. Also service in MIZO 
HILLS area mentioned in Para 2(a) will not count 
for the eligibility of Sainya Seva Medal with clasp 
“BENGAL-ASSAM" with effect from the 28th 
February, 1966, If, however, an individual falls 
short of the aggregate number of days required to 
qualify for “BENGAL-ASSAM” clasp and also for 
“MIZO HILLS” clasp in the area mentioned in 
Para 2(a) above and if his service is continuous 
then he may be permitted to count the period 
beyond the 28th February, 1966 to make up an 
aggregate number of days required for “BENGAL- 
ASSAM” clasp to the Sainya Sena Medal.

Suiuect : — Constitution of the National Advisory Board 
on Youth. 

No. F. 2/9/70. Y, S'. 1 (3) .—Realising the importance of 
developing an integrated programme for youth Services, the 
Planning Commission appoinled in 1966 n Working Group 
under the Chairmanship of Prof, V. K. R. V. Rao, to 
determine the objectives of a comprehensive National Plan 
for Youth, to review the growth of youth movement in the 
country and of the existing programmes, to determine their 
strength and weaknesses from the point of view of the objec- 
tives and to draw up an effective youth programme and to 
determine how and to what extent the existing programmes 
can be integrated into it and in what manner they need to 
be modified. Taking, into consideration the fact that the 
organisational and financial responsibility for youth pro- 
grammes was spread over various Departments and Minis- 
tries, both at Centre and in the States as well as among 
Voluntary organisations, sometimes with overlapping pro- 
grammes, the Working Group concluded that a National 
Youth Board should be set up to effect coordination between 
the various agencies in promoting a National Youth Pro- 
gramme geared to the needs of the economic growth and 
social development. 

2. Realising the urgency of focussing the attention of 
development of youth programmes and the need to have a 
coordinated approach to the entire programme of youth, the 
Government of India redesignated the Ministry of Education 
as the Ministry of Education and Youth Services. The new 
Ministry of Education and Youth Services convened a Con- 
ference of representatives of Youth Organisations Youth 
Service Agencies and Youth Leaders in Aprll-May, 1969. 
This Conference was of the view that it was the world of 
non-student youth which presented special problems because 
of their large number, their largely rural composition and 
the absence of institutional facilities for iheir getting together 
as was possible for students. The Conference recommended 
that an attempt should be made to tackle this problem during 
the Fourth Plan period. Regarding the organisational as- 
pect of youth programmes, the Conference re-iterated the 
need for setting up a National Advisory Board on Youth. 

3, The Government of India are of the view that it is 
imperative to enunciate and implement a policy on youth in 
collaboration with the State Governments and other agencies. 
Tt has accordingly been decided to constitute a National 
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Advisory Board on Youth (hereinafter referred to as the 
National Youth Board) with the composition as under : —
